/Agmes Hanson, a woodsman aged 
30, was struck by Soo line passenger 
train No. 84 Friday afternoon, re- 
ceiving injuries which terminated in 
his death in St. Mary's hospital three 
hours later. The accident occurred 
about one mile west of the passenger 
depot Hanson was employed .In 
one of the Stange lumber camps wesl 
of this city and was returning to 
camp after spending the day here. 
Those who saw him early in the af- 
ternoon said that he was under the 
Influence of liquor. The supposition 
is that he feu on the track .in a 
drunken stupor. Both of Hanson's 
legs were severed and he was cu 
about the body. He was unconscious 
when picked up by the train crew 
and remained in this condition unti 
the end. That death—was not in 
stantaneous is held'as remarkable. 
On the unfortunate man's clothing 
•was found about six dollars in mon 
ey and two flasks /jf whiskey. I 
was learned that he had something 
over forty dollars in wages due him 
from his employers. 
Coroner Charles Decanter decid 


ed an inquest unnecessary- 
The funeral was held from th 
Hildebrand undertaking rooms Mon- 
day afternoon. Rev. Snarlemo of 
the Norwegian Lutheran church had 
charge of the services.

Farmer Who Designed It— 


~ Keep the Mew Ventilated. 


A home-mad^ loader can be easily 


rlgced op. An Illinois farmer has made 
one which he thinks a great Lei p. He 
says this stacker when' equipped with 
a fork and an acttvfe horse. will 
handle all, the - hay six wagons can 
bring In. The rope Is fastened at the 
top and bottom of a strong, slanted 
pole, and tne fork habgs over the 
center of the stack. The wagon Is 
placed alongside the board 'sideways 
and the fork used the same as In the 
barn. 


If the hay is to be stored In the 


barn, yon will need a steady team on 
the wagon. The- hayrack ought to be 
about sixteen felt long and ten feet 
wide. If you are a good loader, boards 
at the ends and sides will not be nec- 
eseary. 


When you arrive at, the barn with 


a load, hitch a steady horse on, the 
end of the rope attached to the hay 
fork, set the harpoon as deeply as 
possible, and the horse will draw up 
300 pounds In a twinkling. 


\Vhen tie. hay has run along the 


carrier to the point where it Is to be j 
dropped, pull the whip-cord, and there 
you are. 


With a bright boy to handle the 


horse on the rcpe and an experienced 
man on the load. It can be put Into 
the barn In ten minutes or less. 


Always begin at the back end ot the 


mow, or the end farthest from tha 
chute to the barn floor; because when 
hay la put In In that way. It will come 
out easier when being fed. 


It Is a good plan to place the hay 


level la the mow when it Is being un- 
loaded. If yon can get an extra man 
to help, so much the better; If cot. do 
the best you can between bites with 
the fork, and keep the mow as level as 
possible. 


Keep the mow ventilated as long as 


possible, always being careful to close 
the doors and windows to keep out 
rainstorms. 


Although haytcg Is probably tka 


hardest work don« on the farm, there 
Is a satisfaction acd Joy In seeing the 
grass fall In symmetrical swaths over 
the sickle bar and In reveling In Its 
fragrapce, while the hay Is being 
wrestled from the field to the barn and 
Into the cool, dark comers of the mow, 
that comes with no other labor. 


When beginning the haymaking do 


not start the mo«i-er until the dew Is 
off the grass. If cut while wet the 
grass will requlre'longer for the sun 
to dry It than when standing- 


Cut Just what you can easily handle 


In one-half day. The next afternoon 
rake the hay Into windrows, and If 
not thoroughly dry, better leave It 
overnight. 


In order to be perfectly sure that 


hay Is well cared on our father's 
farm, we always put It up Into good- 


cocks and allowed tt to remain 


Easily Made Hay Loader. 


about two days. This second han- 
dling exposes all the damp hay to the 
air and Is swift In its curing. 


Timothy hay may be baled directly 


from the- swath without much danger 
of heating, although It Is safer to have 
the hay thoroughly cured before be- 
ing baled. If hay Is baled directly 
from the twath It must be entirety 
free fron rala or dew, and this process 
can be employed only under the best 
fit weather conditions. 


PROMOTE GROWTH OF TREES 


Thick, Compact Mulch of Straw Will 


Serve as Excellent Means of Con- 


ssrvlnj Msltture. 


• To protect trees fron grass' or 
weeds, make a thick, compact mulch 
of straw or hay at their roots. It Is 
also excellent to retain moisture and 
promote the growth of the trees. It 
(herald be five or tlx laches thick and 
should extend two cr three feet out 
from the tree, and thould be packed 
down firmly to as to keep down the 
vegetation. After a tew weeks Ber- 
muda grass will creep through the 
mulch, which can be checked by put- 
ting more hay on. 


More hay thouM be added two or 


three times dimes tte groula; tea- 
con. If tha ground is dus cp acd pul- 
rerlzed at the root ef the tree before 
the hay mulch is put c=. If It Is heavy, 
the cxaleh will preserve the moisture 
almost all winner.

We drove the groat Bound River Drive;

Dutch'Jake, Red Murphy, Dirty Dan, 
And other Dans from black to red, 
With Curley Charley Yellow-head, 
And Patsy Ward from off the clam 
The kind "of. gang to break a Jam, 
To clean a bar or rassle rum, 
Or give a twenty to a bum. 
Paul Bunyan and his fightin' crew, 
In'64 or'5 or'2 
They started out to find the pines 
Without much thought of section lines, 
So west by north theymade their way 
One hundred miles until one day
